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ORDINANCE OF INTENTION 


No. 30-1 


DECLARING THE INTENTION OF 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK TO OPEN AND 
EXTEND LIVE OAK AVENUE FROM 
THE SOUTHWESTERLY TERMINA- 
TION THEREOF TO UNIVERSITY 
DRIVE WITHIN SAID CITY. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That the public interest 
and convenience require, and the City 
Council of the City of Menlo Park 
hereby declares its intention to order 
the following improvement to be made 
within said City, to-wit, that LIVE 
OAK AVENUE, an existing public 
street in said City, be opened and ex- 
tended southwesterly from the present 
southwesterly termination thereof 
to the northeasterly line 
of University Drive, sa‘d open- 
ing and extension to of a 
uniform width of fifty (50) 
made along and adjacent to the south- 
westerly extension of the northwester- 
ly line of said avenue, and that the 
property necessary and convenient for 
that purpose, as hereinafter described, 
be acquired by condemnation, as all is 
more fully shown and described on 
that certain map entitled “Map Show- 
ing The Assessment District and Prop- 
erty to be Acquired for Opening and 
Extension of Live Oak Avenue, Menlo 
Park, California, under Ordinance of 
Intention No. 30-1”, approved by said 
City Council and filed in the office of 
the City Clerk of said City September 


16, 1930, to which said map reference 
is hereby made for further particu- 
lars. 


Section 2. That the land necessary 
and convenient to be taken for said 
improvement is described as follows, 
to-wit: 

All those certain portions herein- 
after and on the aforesaid map desig- 
nated as Parcel A and Parcel B, re- 
spectively, of Lot 25 of Stanford Park 
Annex, as said lot is shown and de-

Section 3. Said City Council does 
hereby determine and declare that said 
proposed improvement is of more than 
local or ordinary benefit and will af- 
fect and benefit the lands and district 
herein described, and which said dis- 
trict is hereby declared to be the dis- 
trict affected and benefitted by said 
improvement, and that therefore the 
entire damages, costs and expenses of 
said improvement shall be and are 
hereby made chargeable against and 
shall be assessable upon the said lands 
and district within said City of Menlo 
Park; that the exterior boundaries of 
said district and of the lands of prop- 
erty owners therein affected and bene- 
fitted by said improvement are par- 
ticularly described as follows, to-wit:

Said City Council hereby declares 
that all streets, avenues, roads, drives, 
lanes and other public ways contained 
within the above described district, the 


same belonging to said City and be-- 


ing in use in the performance of a 
public function as such, shall be omit- 
ted from the assessment to be made to 
cover the expense of said improve- 
ment. 

Section 4. For, further particulars 
reference is hereby made to that said 
certain map or plat entitled “Map 
Showing the Assessment District and 
Property to be Acquired for Opening 
and Extension of Live Oak Avenue, 
Menlo Park, California, under Ordin- 
ance of Intention No. 30-1” approved 
by said City Council and filed in the

dinance. Said map or plat indicates 
the aforesaid land necessary and con- 
venient to be taken for said proposed 
improvement, and indicates by a 
poundary line the extent of the said 
territory to be included in said es- 
sessment district, and shall govern for 
all details as to the extent and de- 
scription of the land to be taken for 
the proposed improvement and as to 
the extent of said assessment district? 
and as to the lines, limits, dimensions 
and extent and all details of said 
proposed improvement. 


All of the herein pro- 
posed improvement shall be made and 
proceedings had under and in pursu- 
ance of that certain act of the Legis- 
lature of the State of California desig-

Drilling of the Oakdale oil well 
north of town will be resumed short- 
ly, it was announced, by Joe Bialas of 
Oakland, one of the directors of the 
Oakdale Oil Corporation. 

The Vallejo Commercial Bank will 
operate as an independent bank und- 
er the new merger plans of the Bank 
of America of California and the 
Bank of Italy.

Range fires in Santa Clara County 
decreased by more than 50 per cent 
over last year and the area burned 
over was but one-tenth of what it was 
in 1929, according to County Fire War- 
den Don King. This record is all the 
more outstanding because of the forty 
fires this season, seventeen were 
caused by a lightning storm. The fires 
were the first caused by lightning in 
that region in nine years 

San Mateo is looking forward to ac- 
quisition of a civic center by purchase 


of the Tobin Clark County property 
at El Camino Real and Ninth avenue 
for $100,000. Tentative plans have 
been approved by the city council. 
The seven-acre estate would form a 
city park, while a two-story stucco 
house would house all city depart- 
ments. 


A flaming meteor, weighing many 
tons and carrying a fiery tail hurtled 
into the sea off Humboldt Bay re- 
cently, narrowly missing the tug Hum- 
boldt, which was piloting the Norweg- 
jan motorship Childar to the open sea. 
According to the crew of the tug, wat- 
er was thrown hundreds of feet into 
the air and huge clouds of steam a 
half mile in extent rose from the spot 
where the meteor fell into the water. 

When the famous old King Midas 

gold mine at Harrison Guich was sold 
for taxes recently, Joseph Moore of 
‘azadero, for years shift boss and lat- 
er foreman, was the only bidder. Al- 
though his bid of $1,000 was greatly 
under the amount of delinquent taxes 
due, the Shasta County Board of Sup- 
ervisors, with the consent of the 
State Controller, approved the sale. 


The California Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, with headquarters in 
Los Angeles, filed articles of incorpor- 
ation with the secretary of state. Di- 
rectors named were Ford A. Chatters, 
Lindsay; H. R. Judah, Santa Cruz: 
Carroll H. Smith, La Mesa; J. Sher- 
man McDowell, Alameda; Harvey R. 
Ling, Burbank; George F. Morell, 
Paito Alto; John E. Kiny, Hemet; M. 
R. Henry, Livermore; Leo A. Smith, 
Santa Paula, and John B. Long, Los 
Angeles. 


A fireproof garage for housing six 
of the fleet of eleven large busses 
used in transporting rural pupils to 
the Porterville Union High School has 
been completed by R. Hodgson Sons, 
local building contractors, at a cost of 
$5300. The same _ builders recently 
erected a three room science building 
for the Delano Union High School, 
costing $8600, and a $14,000 city hall 
and fire house for the city of Corcor- 
an. Both these towns are located 
southwest of Porterville. 

Of the $16,124,986 of state funds ap- 
portioned to California elementary 
schools for the first half of the fiscal 
year ending June 380, 1931, San Fran- 
cisco County received $1,106,973, Vier- 


ling Kersey, state superintendent, an- 
neunced. High schools of the state 
were apportioned $1,206,142, of which 
$34,007 went to San Francisco Coun- 
ty. The total apportioned at this time 
was $17,588,125, of which $256,995 
went to the sixteen district junior col- 


leges of the state.

Can I Learn 


to Fly? 
by William R. Nelson 


How to Enroll 


— I learn to fly?” 

To answer that question I de- 
cided to take a course in piloting aa 
airplane. That decision led me to 
some unusual experiences. And it 
pricked several bubbles regarding tly- 
ing machines, flyers, and tlying itself. 

Uncle Sam’s Department of Com- 
merce is interested in commercial avi- 
ution, I learned first. That depart- 
ment’s aviation section “lays down the 
laws” governing commercial flying, 
flyers, airplanes and flying schools. 
It says who can and who cannot fly. 
flow, when, and where they may do 


so. In ,vhat types of planes. And 
how and what students must be 
taught. 


To enroll for a pilot’s course at a 
school approved by the Department of 
Commerce, one must first pass a rigid 
physical examination given by a physi- 
cian designated by the department. 
Two examinations are offered. That 
for the student who plans to make fly- 
ing his or her business, being more 
complete, costs $15. The other, for 
the private flyer, costs $10. The fees 
are standard. 

The examinations, too, are standard 
and are similar to insurance examina- 
tions plus unusual tests of the sense 
of balance, ability to judge distance, 
and for color-blindness. 

Flying courses are of three standard 
lengths, each training the student for 
a particular pilot’s license. Costs 
vary, of course, but do not exceed 
these: Private pilot’s license, $600; 
limited commercial pilot’s license, $1,- 
3800; transport pilot’s license $4,500, 

These prices include all costs except 
board and room. The student is in- 
sured against personal injury and 
death and against liability for damage 
to the plane or other property. 

The course for the private pilot's 
license generally calls for twenty 
hours of flying—ten of instruction and 
ten of solo or flight alone. The lim- 
ited commercial license requires fifty 
hours in the air. And the transport 
license stipulates two hundred hours 
of flying time. 

Department of Commerce rules gov- 
erning approved schools require stu- 
dents and instructors to wear para- 
chutes, but no jumps in them are 
stipulated. 

The license tests include both flying 
and written examinations, the written 
portion covering studies taught in 
ground school classes. Such courses 
can be taken ahead of the flying les- 
sons or concurrently with them, 

* * * 


First Instructions 
EARNING to fly starts with advice 
about the correct mental and phys- 

ical attitude the student should as- 
sume. 

“Be yourself,” cautioned my_ in- 
Sstructor, “Be natural, and, above all 
else, be relaxed. We instructors will 
excuse everything else you do if you 
will remember to be light on the 
controls.” 

I was loaned a helmet that had 
speaking tubes connected to it. Next 
a parachute was explained and put on. 

“The rule with the ‘chute is: jump, 
count five, then pull this handle,” 
my instructor explained. 

The handle protrudes from a pocket 
that opens vertically, just over the 
heart. One quick jerk on it releases 
the “pilot” or small, umbrella-like 
‘chute which pulls the big ‘ehute out 
of the pack. 

My instructor next drew a map of 
the airport and its surrounding land- 
marks, explaining he would show them 
to me from above. “This is ‘home’ 
and it is important that you recognize 
it readily from the air,” he explained. 

Next I was shown how to climb into 
the rear seat of the two-seated, dual 
controlled, plane. Seated, with my 
parachute pack as a cushion, the seat 
strap clamped tightly aeross my lap, 


the instruments and eontrols were 
pointed out, named, and their uses 
explained. 


“The control ‘stick’—a rubber han- 
dled verticul lever that stands be- 
tween the knees—is moved backward 
to make the plane climb, pushed for- 
ward to go down, inclined to the right 
to turn right and to the left to turn 
left,” he said. 

The rudder, also used in turning, 
is operated with the feet. To turn 
right, push the right foot; to turn left, 
push the left foot. 

I was cautioned to familiarize my- 
Self with the altimeter which tells the 
altitude, the air-speed indicator, the 


which tells the revolutions per min- 
ute the motor is turning: and to learn 
to read them at a glance. 

My instructor climbed into the seat 
ahead of me, connected the speaking 
tube to my helmet, opened the throttle 
to “revy up” the motor to check its 
functioning, orcered the blocks taken 
from in front of the wheels and we 
were off.
